Edmonton Lags 


A fitting and very practical act of re- 
membrance today will be to buy another 
Victory Bond. The buying of these bonds 
and the handing over of personal savings 
in return for them is part and parcel of 
Canada’s war effort. It is a part that does 
not compare with that played by the men 
who in the former and present war took 
up arms to halt the march of aggression 
at their own peril. But it is none the less 
a part, a necessary part, and one of the 
ways in which civilians can have a share in 
defending their own liberty and that of 
mankind generally. 

In Edmonton, those who can at all buy 
an extra bond have the further inducement 
that the city approached the dead-line 
without having subscribed its minimum 
quota. It was the only city in Alberta which 
yesterday had not reached the goal. That is 
a regrettable position for the largest city 
in the province and the seat of government. 
It does not reflect the concern of Edmon- 
ton people in the outcome of the war, in its 
pro-ress, or in the men at the fighting 
fronts. It can only be explained by a 
supposition that there was too general 
assumption that the objective would be 
gained without extra effort. 

That is disclosed to have been a mis- 
take. When the returns for today are in 
they should show that Edmonton has re- 
deemed itself and gone not only “over the 
top,”’ but well beyond the mark set.

Spanish Tales 


It is difficult to take too seriously the 
pleasant news that outraged Spain is rising 
against her fascist dictator. All the reports 
of revolts against Franco should be taken 
with considerable reservation. For it is a 
likely explanation that Franco and _ his 
supporters, in Spain and outside, are en- 
deavoring to consolidate the country be- 
hind them by spreading stories of inter- 
vention from across the border. 

Information regarding centres of re- 
sistance to the Falange inside Spain is con- 
flicting. Outside the country, however, 
there is known to exist a well-organized, 
well-armed and fanatical anti-Franco fac- 


tion which has its centre in Southern 
France. 
This has fought well against the 


Germans and its relations with the resist- 
ance forces and the French are good. 

Reports that it is causing disorder in 
Southern France and that General de 
Gaulle is sending troops against it are 
probably false and designed to justify 
Franco in offering to De Gaulle to send 
troops to assist him in establishing order 
in France. 

As there are no British or American 
troops in Southwestern France, the activi- 
ties of the Spanish Maquis there are a 
purely French affair. 

Thus, there is no good reason to hope 
at present that Spanish insurgence against 
the little fascist tyrant has actually 
reached a dangerous point.

Political Trends 


The returns show that the Democrats 
developed their main strength on Tuesday 
in the Solid South, the great centres of 
population, and the industrial areas gen- 
erally. It was the Republicans who polled 
the heavy votes in the corn belt states, to 
which New Deal farm-stabilization meas- 
ures had been particularly directed. 

Manufacturing centres in the Union 
used to be Republican strongholds, while 
Democratic support came from areas less 
highly industrialized. But on Tuesday the 
industrial vote went to the lower tariff 
party, while the farm vote in the northern 
Mississippi basin went to the party tradi- 
tionally pledged to high tariff, 

It is possible that the voters paid little 
attention to these basic creeds of the two 
parties, But if they did, there is the 
curious paradox that while industrial work- 
ers went strongly for low tariff, the farm 
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vote in the great central area went 
strongly for high tariff. 
If conclusions are to be drawn as to 


probable trends of opinion in Canada, the 
assumption is that in the Dominion also 
the drift in industrial centres is teward 
moderate tariff barriers against imported 
goods. That farmers in Canada also are 
heading toward a protective policy is more 
doubtful, because the Canadian home 
market cannot consume more than a 
fraction of their products and the Domin- 
ion policy must be aimed to trade the 
surplus for imports.

Vienna Next 


The Russian commanders apparently de- 
cided to take Budapest in their stride; in- 
stead of by-passing it, leaving an investing 
force there, and driving ahead for Vienna, 
not much more than a hundred miles away. 

The Austrian capital is by far more im- 
portant, and its capture would seal the fate 
of Budapest in any case. With plenty of 
men at their disposal to take either course, 
the Soviet generals would hardly have de- 
cided to stage an immediate all-out attack 
on the nearer city unless convinced that it 
would not seriously delay their operations 
beyond, 

Military strategy is not the sole consid- 
eration in that theatre. Political calcula- 
tions also enter into the case. One of the 
points long ago agreed upon by Russia, the 
United States and Britain is that Austria 
shall be cut loose from Germany and set up 
again as an independent country. 

Back of that decision lies the fact that 
Austria is not dominantly Nazi, nor even 
pro-German. It was forced into the Reich, 
passively submitting because it had not the 
power to resist with a chance of success, 
and because a sprinkling of Quislings had 
sapped the national solidarity. 

When the Russian forces roll into Aus- 
tria, there is a strong probability that a na- 
tion-wide anti-Nazi uprising will break out. 
Stalin and his generals are not likely to be 
over-looking that point. Budapest is only 
a way station on the road to Berlin. Vienna 
is a much more important objective. 
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Prime Minister Churchill says the Nazis 
are trying to prolong the war, in hope that 
Allied resolution will weaken, or that a 
division may arise among the three major 
Allied powers. He gave assurance that no 
such division is liable to occur, It is for 
the Allied peoples to see that their resolu- 
tion does not wilt; for that is one thing 
their governments cannot do for them.

Take Time Off For Mending 


Acquire Habit of Doing it 
Eefore Clothes Are 
Cleaned.

No one can deny that there is a 
world of 

“A stitch in time saves nine.” You 

' not only save more stitching, but 

that stitch in time will save many 

garments and pieces of linen from 


the rag bag 
It is good to acquire the habit of 


doing the mending before clothes 
go to the cleaners, or to the laun- 
dry, or into the laundry tub at 
home, 

Mending really isn’t a chore—it is 
just the getting to it that is the job. 
So why not include mending on 
your household schedule? If the 
family is small, this might mean 
setting aside an afternoon every 


two weeks, or maybe just once a 
month, for the work. For the large 
family it may require a whole day 
at more frequent intervals. 

Plan the mehding day schedule 
so that the day or afternoan is ab- 


solutely free. Then concentrate on 
mending, You will get much more 
done than by snatch mending be 
tween other jobs 

The da before mending d 
plan your menu and get as much 
done toward its preparation ou 
can so that you won't have that on 
your mind, There is nothing better 
for this purpose than quick-to-fix 
casseroles, 
Thrifty Suggestions 

Weak places in the elbows and 
knees of a garment can be rein- 
forced with patches of the same 


truth in the old saying, | 


{material applied on the wrong side 
of the garment, thus prolonging the 
wear. 

It is wise to watch buttonholes 
and overcast them the moment they 
begin to stretch and tear. Keep an 
eye on the buttons, too, and keep 
them sewed on tight so that they 
won't be lost forever. If there is 
particular strain on the button, 
such as on skirt bands, sew through 
a smaller button on the wrong side 
for extra strength. 

Mending tape that is pressed on 
in a jiffy is the ideal answer to 
reinforcing the frayed ends of 
men's and boys’ trousers and 
around the wrists of their coats. 

Turn the collars on shirts the 
moment they begin to wear thin. 
Don't wait till they look like shred- 
ded wheat. In this way you will 
double the wear of the shirt. 


Revamping Linens 

It is fun as* well

In the matter of sheets—if they are 
beginning to get thin in the centre 


then just rip them down the middle 
and sew the outside salvage edges

| sponsibility for the child's clean 
habits until such time as it is 
obvious the child can take care of 
himself, 

Children may know very well that 
the mother wants them to stay clean} 
and dry, but be indifferent or un-| 
aware of those physical symptoms | 
which preface the need for atten-| 
tion. They may be willing to be 
dry and clean but don't know 
enough to “tell” the mother of their 
needs in time. | 

Regular attention given as a | 
matter of course and not in the 
nature of punishment for failure 
to be a “good” boy, will establish | 
and continue the good habits the | 
mother wants solidified. And 
when the mother gives this atten- 
tion it should not be so frequent 
that she tends to establish habits | 
she does not want continued, | 
merely in the interests of con- | 
tinuously dry or clean clothes. | 
Attention every half hour might 
accomplish this object, but no one 
would want to establish in the 
child the need for such constant 
and frequent attention.

HYGIENE OF THE CHILD WITH 
ENLARGED TONSILS 


The child with enlarged tonsils 
and/or adenoids seems to have 
more frequent cri (‘colds” to the 


uneducated). Dr. Kaiser (Children’s | 
Tonsils In and Out, Lippincott, '32) | 
found that 4,400 children between 
four and years of age with 
enlarged tonsils in the schools in 
Rochester, N.Y. had slightly more 
“cold” in the course of the year than 
the same children had in the 
period after removal of their tonsils 
But Dr, Kaiser adds this pertinent} 
observation 
“After ten

cidence of colds in the children 
whose tonsils and adenoids were not 
removed” (2.200 children with en- 
larged tonsils) “declined with even 
greater rapidity than in the children 
of similar ages” (2,200 children with 
enlarged tonsils) “whose tonsils and 
adenoids had been removed.”

| BANKS FORM LINK 


Banks form a link between the 
man in Canada who has goods and 
services to buy or sell and his cus- 
tomer abroad, Throughout th e| 
years, Canadian banks have estab. | 
lished contacts with banking and 
| commercial correspondents all over 
}the world and, often bring buyer 
and seller toget*er, They are able 
to gether information as to the} 
soundness of foreign firms, they! 


actual transfer of funds and, in

jiee, the volume and degree 
which are not readily seen although 
it is an old story to the importers 
and exporters of this country. 

This feature of the banking sys- 
| tem of Canada has been of tremen- 
dous value to the nation in the past 
by promoting and facilitating the 
sale of Canadian goods 
hence providing jobs for Canadian 
men and women. It is a side of 
banking that often receives scant 
attention, Canada’s total export and 
import trade in the year before the 
war was $1,647 millions and in the 
twelve months ending August 31, 
1944, her total export and import 
trade was $5,187 millions. But most 
of our exports now are war goods 
for which the demand must event- 
ually disappear. 


WAR ECONOMY 


Canada’s war economy is featur- 
ed by many statistical anomalies, 
For instance, total assets of Can- 
ada’s chartered banks have increas- 
ed from $3,548 millions at the out- 
break of war to $5,970 millions at 
August 31, 1944, a growth of 68 per 
cent. Bank deposits have increased 
in amount by 84 per cent. And yet, 
while business has been rising to 
this great new peak, and while the 
people’s deposits have so greatly 
increased, our current loans to the 
Canadian public—that is to say, the 
| publie’s borrowings for all ordinary 
business and other purposes—fail, 
}except in a minor sense, to reflect 
the increases. By way of illustra- | 
tion, at the outbreak of war current 
j loans to the public stood at 
| millions. They now stand as 
1944, at $966 millions 
only $140 millions, or 16 per cent 
higher than when war broke out. 
Our export trade is mostly in war 
goods. All other export trade has 
sharply diminished, Peace time ex-

We must assume 
and expect that, as rapidly as pos- | 
| sible, restrictive policies will be 

relaxed; that regimentations will 
| be withdrawn as quickly as post- 
war circumstances allow; and 
that export trade on a world basis 
will be freed progressively from | 
quotas, priorities and encumber- 
ing regimentations. We must as- 
sume that Canada will play its 
part in an international freeing of 
individual initiative and enter- 
prise from the fetters clamped 
upon it by the imperative and 
arbitrary demands of war.
